Also that 
the ancient nation is for the first 
time in her history able to re¬ 
sist her enemies; that she is 
training her people in arms and 
that she is self contained. What¬ 
ever the immediate situation may 
me, China is the giant of Asia. 

Next Wednesday, at 7:30 p.m., 
the China series of talks will be 
continued with Rev. J. R. Lyons, 
of Claremont, speaking on ‘‘Mis¬ 
sions in China.”
